The drillers have therefore been 
ordered to drill to 350 feet if necessary 
and test at this level. It was pointed 
out that the wells at the Irrigation 
Headquarters and at the Supply Farm 
are some thirty feet lower, including 
the difference in land levels, and the 
heavy flow may be deeper than the 


| Town has drilled. 


At present the crew is casing the 


well with 85 inch casing, in order to 
cut off the flow from the various levels 


on the way down, and will thus en- 
sure an accurate testing of the water 
obtained at the lower level. 

Water rose in the well at first to 
within seventy feet of the surface, but 
dropped down somewhat after twenty 
hours of pumping.
